Honor  Pass 


A  new  step  was  taken  this  year  towards  increased  stu- 
dent responsibility  and  freedom  during  the  school  day.

For  the  first  time  this  year  the  Student  Council  establsihed 
an  Activity  Card  system  within  the  school.  The  Card  gave 
the  students  over  a  50%  discount  on  the  Campus  Crier,  Re- 
flector, home  football  and  basketball  games,  and  seven  school 
dances.
